iwade you, but that you will fill be negle&iue and 
ſtupid, then am 1 ſorry that I haue written ſo much, 
to lo little*purpoſe, but my hopes are otherwaies ; 
a. -* blinde, lame, and couetous excuſes be laid a- 
fide, thenthoſe who are willing will be more wil- 
ling, and thoſe who are flacke or backward, will in 
1omereaſonable manner drawe forward: And there 
the mouth of an yacharitable obie&ion which I 
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muſt needs ſtop, which isan eld one, and onely ſpo. 
ken by old men, for ( ſay they) we are aged and 
{tricken in yeares, and if we ſhould lay out our mo- 
neys, or be at charges for the Riuer, by the courſe of 
Nature we ſhall nor liue to enioy any profht to re- 
quite our colts; rhis excuſc is worſe then Heathe- 
niſh, and therefore it i1l becomes a Chriſtian, for as 
I wrote before, man was not created, or had cither 
the goods of minde, body, or Fortune deſtowed on 
him by his Maker, but that he ſhould haue the leaſt 
part of them himſelfe, his God, Prince and Coun- 
trie, claiming (as their due) almoſt all which euery 
man hath. The oldeſt man will purchaſe land, which 
is ſubiect to barrenneſle, and many inconueniences, 
he will buy and build houſes, which are in danger of 
fire, and diuers other cafualties, he will aduenture 
ypon Wares or goods at high priſes, which to his 
loffe may fall tolowe rates: he will bargaine for cat- | 
tell and Sheepe, who are incident to many dileaſes, 
as the Rot, the Murraine, and diucrs the like, and all 
this will he doe in hope to raiſehis ſtate, and leaue 
nis heires rich ; at his death perhaps ( when hee can | 
keepe his goods no longer, when in ſpight of his 
keart he mutt leaue all) he will giue a few Gownes, 
and alittle money to Pious ves, a Groce or two of 
penny loaues, and there's an end of him,ſo that there 
remaines no more memory of him, | 
But this good workeof yonr Riuer is not ſubiect 
to barrennefle or ſterilitie, bur contrarily it will be a 
continuall harueft of plenty, it is notin davger of be- 
Ing conſumed, or waſted, but it is aflured of a 'per-

ſe the man, was allo {laine by his owne Dog, the

Worſhipfull Sir Thomas Penrudanch, Knight, whom 
we carricd therc in our Boate, and who I am aſſured 
will be a forward and a liberall Benefator towards 
clecring of the Riuer. 

So pafſing on our courſe by the Villages of Bur. 
gate, Brearzer, Chartford, Downton, and Stonelye, 
we came art laſt to Lang foord, where we were well 
entertained by the Right Honourable the Lord Ed. 
ward Gorge, ( Lord barron of Dundalke, and Cap. 
taine of his Maieſties ftrong and dcfencible Caſtle 
of Hr, in Hant/hire ) to whom in loue and duty 
we profferd the gitt of our tattered windſhaken and 
weatherbeaten Boate, which ( after our being at 


Salisbary, being but two miles from thence ) his 


Lordſhip accepted. And though he knew ſhe was 
almoſt ynſeruiceable,yet his noble bounty was ſuch,
